Never since the death of King Alfonso 
XIL, in 1885, has Queen Christina found 
herself in so serious and difficult a position. 
She feels that all eyes abroad, as well as 
in Spain, are turned towards her at this 
juncture. She perceives that the. friends 
of the. Canovas administration and the op- 
—~> -position all look to her for a solution of the 
—¢risis, because in a country where elections 
never fairly represent the real public senti- 
ment, where the Parliamient and the elec- 
tive bodies are packed to suit the pur- 
poses of the powers that be, all classes nat- 
urally expect from royalty the supreme 
decision in hours of peril when rival par- 
ties seek to enter the councils of the re- 
gency or when public opinion, the press, 
‘and the opposition seem adverse to the 
policy of the party in office. 

‘When Sefior Canovas obtained from the 
Queen today a royal decree suspending the 
sittings of the Cortes indefinitely because 
he was unable to*carry on the government 
longer on account of the Liberals refusing 
to attend, the Queen asked him if there 
was no way to reéstablish harmonious rela- 
tions between the government and the op- 
position. Sefior Canovas replied that he 
could not see any way to do so, and there- 
fore tendered the resignation of the whole 
Cabinet in order to give full scope to the 
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Regency in arriving at a decision. 
The Queen requested him to come to the palace again tomorrow with all his minis- 
“terial colleagues to confer with her. * Afterwards she will, as usual, consult the leaders 
of all the principal parties and the Presidents of the Senate and the Chamber of 
Deputies before taking final action. : 
The Queen has played her part as the constitutional ruler of Spain admirably for 
- twelve years. Therefore most Spaniards respect her and have great confidence in her 
judgment. Nevertheless she naturally feels a hesitancy in making a decision fraught 
with such momentous consequences to not only the home policies of Spain, but, what 
is far more serious, the relations between the United States and Cuba. 
_ Idke the majority of her subjects, the Queen fully comprehends.that any.changs 
policy and government must be dictated chiefly by colonial and ifternetional con- 
sideratia Her Majesty knows beforehand that the gravest significance will be 
attached at home and abroad to her decision. 

She may keep Sefior Canovas as Premier, with his Conservative Cabinet Intact or 
modified, and keep General Weyler in Cuba to persevere in his present policy with 
the ample means recently voted by the Cortes. 

She may call upon Sefior Sagasta to form a Liberal Cabinet, in which Sefior Moret 
probably would be Minister of Foreign Affairs, with opportunity to follow his well- 
known inclination to come to an understanding with the United States; Sefior Maura, 

‘the great homeruler, Minister of the Colonies; Marshal Lopez Dominguez, War 
Minister; Spain's best financier, Sefior Gamzo, Minister of Finance, and which prob- 
ably would send Marshal Campos to Cuba, with full power to conciliate the insur- 
gents and loyalists by establishing more radical home rule than Sefior Canovas con- 
templated and thus disarm the United States. 

The Queen can only pursue the latter course after duly. considering all the pros- 
pects, because it would be virtually staking everything on the success of a Liberal 


government and policy. 
* The Liberals seem confident; the Conservatives are downcast. In the military 


clubs and in political circles the majority believes that Sefior Sagasta will be called 
Upon to organize a Liberal government. 

The conversation of Canovas with the Queen lasted more than an hour. 
clearly stated that the moment had arrived when the Crown should decide if the Min- 
isters still possessed the full confidence of the Regent to persevere in their colonial and 
home policy or whether it were better to confide the reins of government to other 
hands. The Queen calmly replied she would take time to consider the question, mean- 
while accepting the resignations of the ministry. The general impression tonight is

Dig Up a Conspiracy. 

The further the detectives went with the 
investigation the greater was the number 
of employés found in the net. 

On Tuesday twelve clerks were discharged 
from the store by Manager Keim and three 
have been relieved from duty since. It is 
believed not less than twenty persons were 
engaged in the conspiracy, and it is known 
this number includes two drivers of wagons 
of one of the big express companies. The 
ernployés of the express company have not 
been arrested, but have been under surveil- 
lance sincé last Saturilay. 


Some of the Property Recovered. 

Thus far the detectives have succeeded in 
recovering $800 worth of property. Some 
of it was taken from the barn of the Zitte- 
meister Ice company, Johnson street, near 
Canalport avenue. Another lot was found 
stored in a room in the rear of O’Toole 
Kiros.’ saloon, Eighteenth and Clark streets. 
Yesterday another lot was discovered in a 
private house in Ashland avenue, near Thir- 
ty-second street. 

The property recovered consists of two 
dozen baby carriages, six refrigerators, four 
gross of bottled liquors, 150 packageg of 
various kinds of groceries, and numerous 
packages of cloth goods. 

It is known that large quantities of goods 
have been shipped to small towns in Illinois 
and surrounding States and detectives are 
at work tracing it. 

Some of the stolen property, it is asserted, 
has been shipped to Muskegon, Mich., the 
former home of John Brandt. 


Work Under a Perfect System. 

The men, it is said, were working under a 
perfect system. Clerks, it is asserted, would 
wrap up the goods and get them to the ship- 
ping department. Here they were s0 
handled by some one that when certain ex- 
press wagons called at the store for regular 
shipments the stolen property was placed on 
the wagons and carried away to a place 
designated. 


More Discoveries’ Possible. 

_ Detectives are of the opinion, and are told, 
they say, by some of the conspirators that 
the plan had been in operation only three 
weeks. It is not known that this tells all, 
and a careful investigation is being made in 
the departments from which the greater 
part of the stock was stolen in order that 
the exact losses in those departments may 
‘be estimated. 

The reason why Siegel, Cooper & Co. do 
not know now just how much they have lost 
is that the missing materialewas removed 
from reserve stock, that on the shelves not 
having been disturbed.

What the Report Says. 

The report in. substance, as given out by 
the committee tonight, follows: 

The committee determined, prior to be- 
ginning .its inquiry, to investigate three 
propositions: 

First—The condition of the Globe Savings 
Bank during the time that Charles W. 
Spalding was Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees of the University of Illinois and 
the cause which led to its failure. 

Second—The cause which led to the elec- 
tion of’Charles W. Spalding as Treasurer of 
the Board of Trustees. 

Third—Whether or not the Board of Trus- 
tees of the University of Illinois has prop-~- 
erly discharged its duty to the State. 

As to the first of these propositions, the 
committee finds that the report made by 
Bank Examiner Robinson ‘in December, 
1892, shows the bank at that time to be in 
a very precarious and unsatisfactory con- 
dition—if not insolvent. 

The committee finds that H. B. Prentice 
was given charge of the banking depart- 
ment of the Auditor’s office under Auditor 
Gore in January, when Mr. Gore assumed 
the office, and that he, as such bank exam- 
iner, immediately’ found fault with the 
showing of the Globe, Savings Bank as it 
appeared in the report made by Mr. Robin- 
son. 

The committee finds that correspondence 
was at once entered into from the Auditor's 
office by Mr. Prentice, insisting that the 
Globe Savings Bank should dispose of cer- 
tain securities and comply with a number 
of demands made by the department to put 
his bank in a proper shape. 

Auditor’s Demands Ignored. 


The committee finds that these demands 
of the Auditor's office, for some reason, were 
never complied with, and, notwithstanding 
the condition of the bank at that time, no 
further examination of the bank was made 
by the Auditor until in February; 1894. 

The committee finds that the bank was 
then again examined and found to be In the 
same, if not in a worse, condition than it was 
in 1892. 

The committee find that it was again in- 
sisted by the Bank Examiner, Mr. Prentice, 
that this bank should comply. with their de- 
mands and dispose of certain securities and 
put up others so as to make the bank satis- 
factory. After some correspondence the 
committee find that Mr. Spalding came to 
the Auditor’s office, and by arrangement 
succeeded in satisfying the office that every- 
thing was all right, and the bank was al- 
lowed to continue, and no other examination 
was made for a year or more. During this 
time the committee find that Mr. Prentice, 
as superintendent of the banking depart- 
ment of the Auditor’s office, was insisting 
strongly that this bank should put itself in 


a better condition. . |

SENATORS MAKE WARM PROTEST. | 


Springfield, Ill., June 2.—[Special.}—There 
was an hour of wild excitement and con- 
fusion in the Senate this. morning, and all 
of it was on account of the street car bill. 
Senator McCloud openly charged President 
pro tem. Fisher and the Secretary . of 
tréachery to their trust and of trickery to 
defraud the people. Senator Crawford called 
down Senator Warder for going armmong his 
Chicago constituents some time ago and 
apologizing to them for the makeup of his 
body. 

Immediately after prayer and disposition of 
the journal, Senator Hardy, as chairman of 
the Committee on Corporations, reported out 
the street car measure together with the 
committee’s action thereon recommending 
its passage. Just as soon as he could do so, 
Senator Crawford shot in a motion that the 
bill be read a first time, advanced to second 
reading, and made a special order at 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning. 


MecCloud and Warder Object. 


The President thereupon announced that 
the bill was made a special order of business 
for 10 o'clock tomorrow. 

Instantly Senators McCloud and Warder 
were on their feet objecting to the proceed- 
ings and demanding recognition. 

Senator Warder made the point of order 
that he did not hear the motion and said 
that Senator Crawford spoke in such a low 
tone that it was impossible to hear him. 

Senator Crawford declared that he had 
spoken in his ordinary tone of voice.* 

‘IT have had enough lecturing from this 
genfleman from Alexander,” he said, *“* who 
went to Chicago and lectured there, and said 
that he had no apologies to make for the 
Senate. I made this motion in the ordinary 
way. I call for the regular order of busi- 
ness.”’ 

By this time the Senate was in an uproar. 
A number were calling for the regular order 
and asking recognition from the President. | 

Senator Warder asked to be heard on @ 
question of personal -privilege. 

‘“‘T have been attacked personally on the 
floor-of this Senate,’ he-shouted. 


Bills Smuggled Through. 


Senator McCloud said the first reading of 
the bill had not been duly ordered. Address- 
ing the chair hé exclaimed: 

“You can't smuggle measures through in 
this way.”’ 

Senator Warder was then recognized on a 
question of personal privilege and said that 
he did not apologize for the Senate when 
lecturing in Chicago, no® did he apologize 
for the gentleman from Coo rawford). 

Senator Crawford with some: wart 
plied: 

‘‘T am not asking the gentleman 
Alexander [Warder] to make any apologies 
for me. When he went to Chicago he said 
that he had no apologies to make for the 
body to which he belongs.”’ ; 


Could Not Hear Crawford. 


Senator Warder was by this time consid- 
erably excited and it was a great effort for 
him to speak. He said: 

‘When this bill was called up not a half 
dozen Senators. heard the motion. The 
gentleman [Crawford] charges me with 
misstatement and he had said that if I had 
been attending to my duty I would have 
known what was going on. I say that he 
called this bill up in such a low tone that I 
could not hear it. I was ready to object, 
together with others who are opposed tothe 
bill. This gentleman [Crawford] has -at- 
tacked my character. He has charged me 
with negligence to the people of the State. 
I have a right to stand here as long as I 
please and deny the statement. My record 
in this Senate does not justify such a state- 
ment. The bill has been railroaded to the 
second reading and I appeal to the members 
in this Senate and protest to being a silent 
party to the advancement of this bill. The . 
minority have rights on this measure which 
should be respected. The way it was ad- 
vanced was not parliamentary and I protest 
against such proceedings.” 


McCloud’s Sensational Charge. 


Senator McCloud then obtained the fidor’ 
and excitedly declared: , : . 
“I -rise to charge the President of-this 
Senate and tlie Secretary with being in: 
league to défraud the people of this State 


out of their rights, and not only the people,

This 
bill has never been read a first time, and I 
protest against these proceedings. I insist 
on this bill being recalled from second read- 
ing and read a first time.”’ 

*“ Well, you have the privilege of making 
that motion without being advised,” replied 
the President. 

Senator Baxter at this juncture raised a 
point. of order that there was nothing be- 
fere the Senate. 

** Because a man has a strong voice and a 
pair of strong. lungs,”’ said he, ‘* that is no 
reason why he should take up the time of 
the Senate.” 

Objects to Work in the Dark. 
Senator McCloud, continuing, said: 
“Gentlemen, I want to state that if you 

want to give away franchises to corpora- 
tions of any kind, character, or description, 
you must do it above board. Do it in a fair 
way, in a parliamentary way, and ina way 
that the constitution of this State tolerates, 
and allows, and permits. But don’t go in 
the dark; don’t go as assassins. Come out 
into the open and make us fight like men. 
I say, gentlemen, that bill has not been read 
a first time. I waited here and listened, and 
I did not hear it read; because with the con- 
nivance of the chair and the connivance 


of thé Secretary of this Senate that bill was 


iHegally passed on to a-second reading. 
The people of this State certainly should 
come in and take vengeance for this pro- 
Gentlemen, ~- 
solemnly tell you to beware of a time when 
proceedings of this kind will no longer be 
tolerated by the people.”’ 
- Senator Berry obtained the floor and said 
that he was. surprised at the commotion 
which had been created, and declared that 
no one had been hurt and that the bill had 
been advanced in a parliamentary way.

COMMITTEE OF 100 TO ASSEMBLYMEN. 


Text of Circular Letter Against the 
Allen Bill Sent to Each Member 
of the House. 
The Committee of One Hundred against 
the Humphrey bills last night sént to each 
member of the House at Springfield a copy 


of the following circular letter: 


Chicago, June 2, 1897.—Dear Sir: We beg re- 
spectfully to protest against certain provisions 
in the so-called Allen bill as amended by the 
Senate. 

1. The sanctioned consolidation of existling 
lines is opposed to public policy and public rights. 
The entire course of recént legislation has justly 
been opposed to grants of this character. 

2. Vesting authority in City Councils to grant 
franchises for fifty years is a dangerous and un- 
necessary .extension of municipal. power. The 
present limit of twenty years has proven itself a 
wholesome check on reckless City Councils, a 
sufficient guarantee of adequate street railway 
development, and a more than ample stimutus 
and protection for the investment of legitimate 
capital, 4 

8. The enforced imposition of a five-cent fare 
for twenty years would be an outrage on anda 
crime against the common people, who are more 
interested in cheaper fares than in city ‘* com- 
pensation” or anything else in streét railway 
legislation. 

4. The elimination of the referendum clause is 
proof conclusive that the advocates of a longer- 
term franchise dare not submit the proposition 
to a vote of the people. If the people want it 
they should have an opportunity to say so; if they 
do not want it, the Legislature should not make 
its infliction possible. 

5. These amendments are obviously designed 


_to enable the companies to secure from the Chi- 


cago City Council what they could not extort 
direct from the Legislature. To license a wrong 
is not far removed from its direct commission. 
If passed in its present form the law would enable 
the present City Council within thirty days to 
grant franchises to all the existing companies 
for fifty years. The present Council was not elect- 
ed on any, such issue, and we protest against its 
being endowed with such power. The people 
themselves have a prior right to be heard, first, 
at the Aldermanic elections, and, second, on the 
question of franchise confirmation. We uphold 
the principle of local self-government, but self- 
government with proper restrictions against any 
abuse of power through ignorance, recklessness, 
or corruption in our City Councils, 

Above all, the people demand_the restoration of 
the referendum clause. It was the redeeming 
feature of the House bill. Its rejectiog by the 
Senate at the behest of the corporation attorneys 
was a blow at the patriotic action of the House 
and an act of wanton defiance of the people's 
rights and protests. 

The enemies of the people in this memorable 
contest of might against right, of corporate cor- 
ruption against’ civic honesty, of railway ‘‘ kings ’’ 
against the common people, will be ever remem- 
bered for their lasting dishonor.

RUMORED PROVISO IN BOND SALE. 


Report That $6,000,000 West Chicago 
Consolidated Secufi Were Con- 
ditioned on Allén Bill. 


Word comes from New York that the 
$6,000,000 .of West Chicago consolidated 
bonds recently sold by Charles T. Yerkes 
to an underwriting syndicate were sold with 
the proviso that a street car bill should be 
passed extending the franchises of Chicago 
street railway lines. It was said unless the 
Allen bill should pass and be signed by the 
Governor the bonds would come back to 
Mr. Yerkes and the West Chicago Street 
railroad company. 

At the time the bonds were sold it was an- 
nounced the sale was unconditional. The 


| syndicate which purchased the bonds con- 


sisted of the Central Trust company of 
New York, which took $2,000,000; Hallgarten 
& Co., taking $2,000,000; a company of Phil- 
adelphia capitalists, including Stephen L. 
Elkins and P. A. B. Widener, taking $1,000,- 
000; the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank of 
Chicago, which took $500,000, and Vermilye 
& Co., who took the remaining $500,000. The 
officials of the Illinois Trust and Savings 
Bank say their purchase was unconditional, 
and that all the bonds were sold without 
conditions as to legislation. Hallgarten & 
Co. are said to have represented investors 
in Germany and Holland ‘in their purchase. 
Those,taken by the Central Trust company 
were offered to the public. . 

The $6,000,000 of bonds are part of an au- 
thorized issue of $12,500,000. Of the full 
issue, however, only $10,000,000 are to be put 
out at present. The remaining $2,500,000 are 
reserved for future extensions and improve- 
ments. The West Chicago Street railroad 
company has an issue of practically $4,000,- 
000 of first mortgage bonds, and this 
amount of consolidated bonds will be held 
by -the trustee under the mortgage to retire 


‘the first mortgage bonds when they become 
due. At the time of the issue of the consoli- 


dated bohds the West Chicago Street rail- 
road company had $4,000,000 of debentures 
outstanding, most of which have been used 
‘as collaterals to secure loans. These were 
all retired with the money obtained from 
the sale of bonds, the remaining $2,000,000 
obtained from the sale being used to pay 
the floating debt and to provide a cash sur- 
plus for the company. 

No official announcement has been made 
as to the price obtained from the sale of 
these bonds, but it is reported they were 
sold at par, less a commission of 1\% per cent, 
thus netting the West Chicago Street rall- 
road company 908%. 

Mr. Yerkes, when seen at Springfield last 
night about the foregoing report from New 
York, said: 

‘‘ That is not so. Some time ago $6,000,000 
West Side bonds were sold, without refer- 
ence to the Allen Dill or any other bill. 
These are all the bonds I know of sold or to 
be sold for some time.”’ 


PETITION FOR AMENDED ALLEN BILL. 


Harlow N. Higginbotham Says Stranger 
' Asked His Signature and 
Was Refused. — 


Chicago promoters of the Allen bill, as 
amended by the Senate, have been directing 
their efforts in a new direction. On the 
first day of the week a petition favoring 
the passage of the bill was put in circula- 
tion and many prominent business-men 
were called upon for their signatures. 

Harlow N. Higinbotham was one who was 
asked to sign who refused. He said last 
night: 

‘**Such a -petition was presented to me 
a few days ago, but I declined to sign it. I 
did not read it over carefully, but there 
were no names on it and I did not append 
my signature.’’

REPUBLICANS IN CAUCUS. 


WILL MAKE A LAST EFFORT TO 
FORCE A REAPPORTIONMENT,. 


Nohe Presents a New Scheme by Which 
the Twelfth Ward Is Divided in 
Only Two Partse—Committee Ap- 
pointed to Harmonize All Differ- 
ences and Secure Action Today— 
Forty-eight Legislators Decline te 
Enter the Caucus, 


= 


Springfield, Ill., June 2.—After two days 
of hard work Charles P. Hitch, three or four 
members of Congress, a number of men who 
expect to be candidates next year, and 
Governor Tanner's appointees, succeeded in 
getting a caucus on apportionment at the, 
Leland Hotel tonight. They did not, how- 
ever, prevail upon members who are enlisted 
under Martin B. Madden's banner to attend. 
There were forty absentees. Still, the cau- 
cus was partly successful. It adopted a 
new Senatorial scheme for the West Side in 
Chicago, which leaves the Twelfth Ward 
divided into two instead of three parts. 
Then a committee of. five was. provided 
for to take the three Congressional appor- 
tionment schemes now under consideration 
and out of them make one that it is hoped 
the Legislature can pass. 

It has been an active day for the adminis- 
tration in this particular matter, and Chair- 
man Hitch® said tonight he was satisfied 
the anti-machine forces would go to pieces 
tomorrow. Mr.:Madden declares, however, 
they will never dissolve, and that no appor- 
tionment will be made unless it is entirely 
free from all outside interference. There 
is also a growing sentiment among members 
against the State officeholders and others 
taking such an active part in this matter. 


Consider It a Reflection. 


Senators and Representatives in_ their 
talk say that it is a refiection upon them 
and they do not like it. In the caucus 
Thomas B. Needles reflected their sentt- 
ments by stating with a good deal of em- 
phasis that if the members of Congress and 
the’ men who want to go to Congress and 
the officeholders would keep their hands out 
of this thing and leave the Legislature alone 
it will make an apportionment of the State, 
both Congressional and Senatorial, that 
will be satisfactory to the Republican party. 

The feeling just now against outside inter- 
ference is so strong that a good many of the 
statesmen are not in a humor to be har- 
monized. Some of them say that the Gov- 
ernor removed Trustee Strawn of the Jack- 
sonville asylum because he came over to 
Springfield as a lobbyist in opposition to a 
measure which he did not want to become a 
law. They are saying tonight on the other 
hand he has not discharged “ Buck ’’ Mes- 
sick, one of his penitentiary trustees, who 
not only lobbied through the East St. Louis 
street railway bill last week, but has been 
one of the most persistently active of the 
State officeholders during .the last three 
days in trying to push forward the adminis- 
tration and machine apportionment meas- 
ure. AS a result the friends of Mr. Strawn 
are making a good deal of noise that grh&tes 
harshly upon the nerves of several people 
hereabouts. 

Congressman Mann came down from Chi- 
cago today and got into the fight. 


Proceedings of the Caucus. 


Senator Berry acted as chairman and Rep- 
resentative Powell of Iroquois filled the 
place of Secretary atthecaucus. There was 
considerable speechmaking, all of a tenor 
tending to indicate it is doubtful whether 
an apportionment bill of any kind can be 
put through at this late day in the session. 
lor that reason there is considerable dis- 
enussion going the rounds that Governor 
Tanner may try to keep the General Assem- 
bly from adjourning until the end of next 
week. It is said, though, he can hardly 
do this, for the reason members have set 
their minds upon adjourning on Friday 
night. 

Mr. Nohe stated that the members from 
Cook County held a meeting last night and 
that there was a difference of opinion among 
them in regard to both the proposed Sena- 
torial and Congressional apportionment 
bills. ‘*‘ Linferred from the remarks made,” 
suid Mr. Nohe, “ that if the Twelfth Ward 
was divided into two parts instead of three 
the differences would be adjusted. I have 
prepared an amendment which I would like 
to offer dividing the Twelfth Ward into two 
parts, and in order to do this it was neces- 
sary to change three other districts,”’ 


New Scheme Suggested. 


Mr. Nohe then offered Ahe following 
amendment, which was adopted unanirous- 
ly, changing the Second, Eleventh, and 
Seventeenth Districts, as follows: 

Second—The Tenth Ward, that part of the 
T'welfth Ward west of the center line of Robey 
street, and that part of the Twenty-cighth Ward 
lying between the center line of the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal and the center line of Thirty-ninth 
street in the City of Chicago, in the County of 
Cook, shall constitute the Second Dietrict. 

Eleventh—The Twenty-seventh Ward, that part 
of the Fifteenth Ward lying west of the center line 
of Western avenue, and all that part of the Four- 
teenth Ward lying south and west:of the center 
line of Milwaukee avenue, in the City of Chicago, 
in the County of Cook, shall constitute the 
Eleventh District. 

Seventeenth—The Sixteenth Ward, that part of 
the Seventeenth Ward lying north of the center 
line of Chicago avenue, and that part of the Four- 
teenth Ward lying north and east of the center 
line of Milwaukee avenue, in the City of Chicago, 


in the County of Cook, shall constitute the Seven- 


teenth District. 
Committee to Settle Differences. ° 

Senator Dunlap then moved that a joint 
committee of five from the Ilouse and Senate 
be appointed to consider both the Senatorial 
and Congressional apportionment bills with 
a view to amending them so as to settle all 
differences and to report back to the caucus 
tomorrow. 

Senator Crawford spoke in favor of ap- 
pointing a committee, and said that it would 
result in harmonizing all factions. 

Mr. Needles said that there was a disposi- 
tion not to have a Congressional apportion- 
ment at this session. 

‘* There is no reason,’ said he, ‘“‘ why we 
should not have one, If the men who are 
60 anxious to go to Congress would leave 
this Legislature alone we could agree ona 
plan. {Applause.] JY am in ruavur or the 
appointment of a committee. The Repub- 
licans are equally as interested in a Congres- 
sional apportionment as they are in a Sena- 
torial, and do not let the Congressional ap- 
portionment be the means of tearing down 
a Senatorial apportionment.” — 

Senator Dunlap’s motion was then carried 
unanimously. On motion of Mr. Cochran 
the caucus adjourned to meet at 2 o'clock 
tomorrow in the Senate chamber. 

‘While the caucus provided for a commit- 
tee of only five, when he appointed it Sen- 
ator Berry doubled the number and named 
the following Senators and Representatives:

NEARLY READY FOR ADJOURNMENT. 


Appropriation Measures Are Well Out 
of the Way and Important Bills 
Are Set for Today. 
Springfield, Ill., June 2.—[Special,]—The 
House will go to work tomorrow on the 
order of Senate bills on second reading and 
an attempt will be made to clear the calen- 
dar before the day is over. Nearly all the 
appropriation bills have been got out 
of the House. The general appropriation 
bill goes in the morning and will land ina 
conference committee on some amendments. 
Probably a dozen of these bills will be 
treated in conference committee, but in the 
main they are complete and will go to the 
Governor's office for his approval... A vast 
deal of work was accomplished in both 
House and Senate today, and there is no 
question but the adjournment will come on 

Friday. 

A little talk has been heard about a post- 
ponement in case no apportionment is made 
at this session. This seems to be out of the 
question, because, apportionment or no ap- 
portionment, the members feel that the 
time has come to adjourn, and they are 
going to quit. There will be no revenue 
legislation this time either, and if Governor 
Tanner wants revenue bills and apportion- 
ment he will probably be compelled to call 
the Assembly together in special session 
for those purposes. 

There are a number of important Senate 
bills on the order of second reading in the 
Tiouse which will be acted on. 

The department store bill is a special 
order for tomorrow. The Senate Dill al- 
lowing the South Park commissioners to re- 
claim submerged lands on the lake front 
and make a driveway thereon is also on 
second reading in the House. Then there is 
a bill allowing the teaching of deaf and 
dumb children in public schools, which is on 
the order of second reading. 

Senator Munroe expects to get considera- 
tion for his measure allowing manufactur- 
ing companies to acquire, and hold stock in 
resident and nonresident railroad com- 
panies. This measure is going to make 4 
great fight on the floor of the Houge when it 
comes up.’ 

The primary election bill is yet to be con- 
sidered, and some of the Cook County ma- 
chinists on the Republican side are fight- 


ing it. 


DENY EXCESSIVE APPROPRIATION. 


Secretary of State Rose Explains the 
Democratic Plan of Robbing 
Peter to Pay Faul. 


Springfield, Ill., June 2.—[{Spectal. ]—Both 
Secretary of State Rove and Mr. Needles, 
chairman of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, deny the statement made ina 
Chicago paper of its issue of yesterday that 
the appropriations for the support of the 
Secretary of State’s office were Couble those 
made two years ago. They say, on the con- 
trary, the appropriations are $41,000 less 
than those made by the last General Assem- 
bly for the support of this branch of the gov- 
ernment. They say there isno truth in the 
statement at all of an excessive appropria- 
tion and offer facts and figures to the con- 
trary. 

Secretary of State Rose today said that 
a comparison was misleading without an ex- 
planation. The appropriation for clerk hire 
for the next two years is $88,000, while the 
amount appropriated two yearsago was only 
$56,000; But Secretary of State Hinrichsen, 
owing to the inadequacy of this appropria- 
tion, found it necessary to pay the salaries 
of a number of clerks out of the funds for 
the printing paper, stationery, etc. The re- 
sult was that these funds were completely 
exhausted, and the Legislature had to make 
a deficiency appropriation of $51,756 to de- 
fray the expenses of the Secretary of State's 
office to July 1. There was a similar condi- 
tion of affairs when Mr. Hinrichsen was in- 
ducted into office four years ago, when the 
Legislature had to make a deficiency ap- 
propriation of $20,000. 

‘“‘It is the purpose this time,’’ said Mr. 
Rose, ‘*‘to make such appropriation as is 
necessary, to itemize everything, and to keep 
strictly within the several funds ap- 
propriated, so that no deficiency appropria- 
tion, will be necessary at the end of two 


years,”’

GLOBE REPORT RED HOT. 


BERRY MAY HAND IT TO THE GEN- 
ERAL ASSEMBLY TODAY. 


Synopsis Given Out by the Investi- 
gating Committee _Makes Spicy 
Reading for Those Whe Blame the 
Recent Democratic Administration 
with the Spalding Scandal and Iili- 
nois University Troubles — Belief 
That Altgeld Kuew the Conditions. 


(Continued from first page.) 


Mr. Prentice was informed by the Auditor 
that his continuation in the Auditor’s office 
was embarrassing the office, and informed 
him that the Governor did not like him and 
did not want him to/remain. His resigna- 
tion was asked for and he was succeeded in 
office by Mr, Edward Gore, son of , the 
Auditor. 

This correspondence in reference to this 
bank was continued from time to time, the 
office demanding that the bank should com- 
ply with their demands, and then some per- 
son would cOme from the bank to the Audit- 
or’s office and nothing was done. 

The committee find that many of the se- 
curities that were in the bank and objected 
to by Mr. Robinson in-1892 and by Mr. Pren- 
tice in January, 1803, as being improper 
aesets and unsatisfactory to the office re- 
mained in the bank and were part of its 
assets when it failed in 1897. 

The committee find that this bank was 
practically insolvent in 1892, and that that 
fact must have been Known to Mr. Spalding 
and to Governor Altgeld. « - 


Believe Altgeld Knew It. 


The committee find that Governor Altgeld, 
at the time of his election as Governor, was 
both a stockholder and a director in this 
bank and as such should have been—and 
the committee believe was—acquainted with 
its condition. 

The committee alsd’ find that Governor 
Altgeld was a very large borrower from 
the bank at the time Spalding was elected 
Treasurer of the university, and that he 
continued to be a large borrower from the 
bank during his entire term of office, and 
that when the bank failed he was in debt 
to the bank very largely. 

The committee further find that a consid- 
erable amount of the Unity stock and of 
the Ogden gas stock, belonging to Gov- 
ernor Altgeld, was in the bank as collateral 
securities at par value; and the committee 
find that the Unity stock was not worth to 
exceed 50 cents on the dollar, and the Ogden 
gas stock, the committee find, had no com- 
mercial value. 

The committee find that a large amount 
of the assets of this bank was Western se- 
curities, many of which are of no practical 
value, and that that condition of things 
lasted during all of the time Mr. Spalding 
was Treasurer and while John P. Altgeld 
was Governor. 

The committee find that the Auditor's 
office, through its banking department, was 
continually insisting that this bank should 
comply with their demands, but that they 
never did it. 

Should Have Closed Long Ago. 


The committee find that the bank should 
have been compelled to have complied with 
the demands of the Banking Department 
or should have been closed long before it 
was, 

The committee find -that if the proper 
steps had been taken in connection with 
this bank, based upon the report of Ex- 
aminer Robison, the bank probably would 
not have failed. ° 

The committee find that this bank would 
in all probability have been compelled to 
have gone out of business had not Mr. 
Spalding been appointed Treasurer of the 
University of Illinois and been enabled to 
secure large sums of money from the State 
Treasury belonging to the university, which 
he put in his bank and kept it running. 

In the opinion of the committee the bank 
was held up and kept open during almost 
the entire time Mr. Spalding was Treasurer 
by the use of the money received by him 
trom the State as Treasurer of the univer- 
sity..-They find that he was constantly 
urging the Auditor and State Treasurer 


to pay him the money and that the Gov- [ 


ernor assisted him in this and got the 
Auditor and State Treasurer to make an 
exception in Spalding’s case and give him 
r.uch more money than he was entitled to 
under the law and at a much earlier date. 


Motive for Spalding’s Choice, 


The committee believe that the condition 
of the bank was shown to Governor Altgeld 


and that Mr. Spalding was elected Treasurer. 


very largely for the purpose of furnishing 
funds for this bank and for the purpose of 
loaning large sums of money to the Gov- 
ernor and to the persons connected with that 
bank, and even to persons who are mem- 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the uni- 
versity. The committee find that a large 


loan was made to N. W. Graham, who was //V 


President of the Board of Trustees under 
Altgeld’s administration, and at the time 
he borrowed this money from Mr. Spald- 
ing. 

The committee find that he is the same 
man who put Mr. Spalding in communica- 
tion for Tredsurer of the Board of Trustees, 
and that said loan was still in the Globe 
Savings Bank when it failed and was se- 
cured by electric light stock that the com- 
mittee do not believe is worth one-half of 
the amount of the loan. : 

Gore Gets a Slap 

The committee believe that had proper 
diligence been used by the banking depart- 
ment under Auditor Gore in connection with 
this bank, the failure would not have oc- 
curred, the depositors would not have lost 
their money, and the university would not 
have been loser. 

The committee further finds that Auditor 
Gore, for the first two years that he was 
Auditor, and when he must have known 
the condition of this bank, was also a mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois, and the committee believe 
he should have conveyed the knowledge he 
had of the condition of that bank to the 
Board of Trustees, knowing, as he did, the 
President of the bank was also Treasurer 
of said board. 

On the second proposition the committee 
find that for twenty-six years prior to the 
electfon of Governor Altgeld as Governor 
John W: Bunn of Springfield, Ill., had been 
Treasurer of the Board 6f Trustees of the 
university, and during all that time he 
had had the management of the funds of the 
university, and that at the close of the 
twenty-six years the Board of Trustees had 
had his office examined at quite a large ex- 
pense, and that Mr. Bunn furnished vouch- 
ers and receipts for every dollar of money 
he had received during the entire twenty- 
six years, and that his account was correct 
and his books propefly kept and that he 
turned over every dollar of money belonging 
to the university, together With all other 
bonds, securities, and stocks belonging to 
the endowment fund. 

Commendation for Bunn. | 

The committee cbmmend the manner in 
which Mr. Bunn did the business and say 
he is entitled to the thanks of the university 
and-the people of this State for the manner 
in which he dischargef his duties as Treas- 
urer. . 

The committee find that at the March 
meeting, 1893, which was the regular time 
for the election of officers of the Board of 
Trustees, all of, the officers were elected 
excepting a rer. 

The committee finds that a Treasurer was 
not elected at that time because the Gov- 
ernor had not designated whom he desired 
appointed and the eléction was therefore 
postponed until a future meéting. 

The committee find that Governor Altgeld 
told the Beard—the majority of which was 
Democratic and the committee find they 
aid exactly as directed—they should

money belonging to the university and place 
it in the hands of the Treasurer, and that 
he could find some one, or they could, itn 
Chicago who would give them that sum.

And the committee finds from the evi- 
dence that Spalding was discovered, sug- 
gested, and recommended for his position 
by the Governor, and that he continued in 
close communication with Spalding, borrow-~ 
ing money from him, assisting him to get 
money ,from the State Treasury in large 
sums before it was due, during all of the 
term of his office. 

The committee finds further that there 
were objections to Mr. Spalding by some of 
the board, but it was said that the Governor 
vouched for him, and he was therefore 
elected and reélected Treasurer of the board. 

The committee further finds that when it 
came to the fixing of the bond of the new 
Treasurer that it was objected to by mem- 
bers for various reasons, among which was 
that many of them seemed to be men of 
small means and unknown to the financial 
world, that the Finance committee of the 
board finally took the bond and went to the 
Governor with it and read over the names of 
securities on the bond, and that he, after ex- 
amining their names, vouched for them, say- 
ing to the committee that if it was his busi- 
ness he would approve the bond at once, 
and the bond was approved on the recom- 
mendation of the Governor; that none of 
the board was acquainted with either the 
principal or securities on the bonds. 

The committee further finds from the evi- 
dence that the bond in all probability is 
worth but very little, and but a small sum 
of the amount due from Spalding as Treas- 
urer can be recovered from the bondsmen. 

Trustees Are Blamed Also. 

In this particular the committee are in- 
clined to find some fault not only with the 
Covernor, but with the Board of Trustees 
for approving every bond that they did not 
absolutely know to be good. 

.As to the third proposition, the commit- 
tee find that ‘the bonds were not in any 
way rked, at least but very few of them, 
20 ad -amateae person could tell that they 
were the property of the university. What 
few were, amounting in all to about $125,- 
000, are still preserved. . 

The committee are of the opinion that all 
of the university bonds should have been 
marked in such a way that they could not 
have been disposed of by the President. 

The committee finds for the last five or 
six months that Mr. Spalding was Treas- 
urer, whenever there was a draft inade 
upon him by the business managers of the 
university to pay the running expenses of 
the university, amounting generally to 
ubout $25,000 at a time, that Spalding de- 
liberately took the bonds belonging to the 


endowment fund of the university, went to” 


some of the banks in the City of Chicago, 
and put them up as collateral security, and 
borrowed money to pay the warrants to the 
university. 

This Mr. Spalding testified he was au- 
thorized to do by the President of the Board 
of Trustees at that time, afid also by Mr. 
Lanehart, his attorney. 

Blame on Lanehart’s Grave. 

The committee find, and they intimate 
strongly in their report, that not only Mr. 
Spalding, but Governor Altgeld, Has laid a 
great many crimes upon Lanehart’s grave. 

The committee think it is unfortunate 
for the State that Mr. Lanehart is dead, but 
exceedingly fortunate for a great many peo- 
ple in high office and connected with the 
Globe Savings Bank and the State adminis- 
tration, as it is easy to lay the blame ona 
man who can no longer defend himsej. 

The committee do not severely criticise 
the Board of Trustees, but do plainly state 
that they were evidently led and controlled 
in most respects by the wishes and desires 
of the Governor, and often times, accord- 
ing to their own admissions, against their 
best judgment. The committee believe, and 
s0 recommend, in the future that the Boards 
of Trustees of any of the institutions should 
not act in matters of such importance un- 
less they are sure they are right. 

The committee recommend and have in- 
troduced a bill turning all the funds that 
may be recovered from this bank over to 
the State Treasurer and ordering the State 


. to pay 5 per cent upon it in the future. 


State Liable to University. 

The committee finds that under the law of 
Congress by which the university took this 
endowment fund the State is Mable to re- 
turn the fund to the university for its use, 
but the committee belleves that it is not 
wise to appropriate $500,000 or any sum to 
the university, and again place it in the 
hands of its Treasurer; but it is safe for 
the State to take the funds and keep them 
and pay the 5 per cent required by the law 
of Congress to the university. 

This suggestion of the committee has been 
adopted by the Legislature, and that bill in- 
troduced by the committee will undoubtedly 
become a law at the present session. 

The committee is further of the opinion 
that the Finance committee of the Board of 
Trustees and possibly the entire board were 
led to yield to the Governor in many things 
for the reason they felt he could almost 
entirely control, if he desired, appropria- 
tions for the university, and may have been 
led, fand probably were, the committee 
thinks, to do what the Governor wanted, 
feeling that the university might be injured 
if they did not do so. 


GOVERNOR DRAKE GREATLY SURPRISED 


Bat Govenor Tanner Assures Him He 
Menat No Offense by Refusing 
Extradition. 


Des Moines, Ia., June 2.—[Special.]—The 
news that Governor Tanner had refused to 
honor the requisition issued by Governor 
Drake for William R. Henning, Thomas Gib- 
son, Oliver Stratton, and William F. Chand- 
ler of the Equitable Produce and Stock Ex- 
change, Chicago, who are undér indictment 
for conspiracy in Tama County, Ia., was re- 
ceived with considerable surprise today. 
The news came in the shape of a letter to 
Governor Drake from Governor Tanner’s 
private secretary, which stated that the war- 
rant of extradition had been withhelé for 
the reason that Governor Tanner believes 
these men “‘ are not amenable to the laws of 
Iowa, not having been at any time under 
their jurisdiction.” 

Continuing Governor Tanner’s private see- 
retary says: 

‘* Neither the complaint nor the indictment 
states that either one of the persons sought 
as fugitives from justice was present in the 
State of Iowa at the time of the alleged com- 
mission of crime, and it would seem that the 
purpose is to get them under the jurisdiction 
of the State for the purpose of pecuniary 
mulct.”’ 

= referring to the matter Governor Drake 
said: 

‘‘The requisition papers issued from this 
office were made out according to rules, and 
the Iowa sfktute clearly gives the State 
jurisdiction in this case. I was not here 
when the papers were made out, but I have 
examined into the matter and the law care- 
fully and I am satisfied that the State of 
Iowa has jurisdiction. This office does not

debts.”’

Havana, Cuba, May 29, via Tampa, Fla.— 
Belligerency casts no shadow over Havana. 
If the war drums are beating in the States, 
the sound is muffied in crossing the waters 
of the gulf. If the sword is half un- 
sheathed in Spain, the scabbard yet hangs 
idly by the side of the loyalist in her dis- 
tracted colony. ‘ The populace cannot become 
excited when it knows nothing of events in 
other parts of the world. That is the situa- 
tion in Havana and the rest of the island. 

The passage of Senator Morgan's res- 
olution is known to every insurgent 
camp in the forest depths and the 
mountain fastness. It is not known at 
this time to the loyal - Spanish popula- 
Yion of Cuba. . 

“Martial law and a censorship that allows 
no trifling are the causes of this quiet. 

Notwithstanding this public ignorance, itis 
possible to gain some idea of the outcome of 
the United States recognizing the insurgents 
as belligerents. I write without knowledge 
of the status of the Morgan resolution. But 
if it is ultimately to become effective, these 
‘observations will apply. 

Mr. Calhoun’ has been thinking more this 

‘qeek of the starving pacificos who are the 
‘helpless victims of Spain’s war policy than of 
| prospective international complications, or 
‘of hostilities between the two countries. Yet 
he has heard opinions, suggestions, and even 
advice on the question of belligerency. Pre- 
sumably his own views will in time be com- 
municated to President McKinley, but this 
may not be till he has formed a more de- 
i}iberate Judgment. 

When the first word came of the prospec- 
‘tive recognition of the insurgents by the 
' United States, the loyal Spaniards did not 
' geek to conceal their bitterness. While the 

palace officials would not permit their views 

to become public, it naturally spread among 
tthe governing class and the officers. The 
‘Spanish merchants also knew of it. 

The officers wanted war right away.

It is not likely that the claims of 
American citizens against the Spanish 
government will be prejudiced by rec- 
ognition of beligerency.

Nominally the Spanish government is re- 
sponsible for property that has been @e- 
stroyed by the insurgents as well as by its 
own troops. The claims are already filed 
mountain high, but few of the claimants 
expect to receive anything. Some of them 
know from experience how difficult ft is to 
collect a claim from Spain for damages in 
Cuba. So they are willing that in the 
future Spain shall be freed from responsi- 
bility, though they ‘know that if the insur- 
sents succeed the chance of recovery from . 
the Cuban republie will be slight. Nobody 
who has had property interests in this isl- 
and will get much return for his losses no 
matter what his citizenship may be. It is 
a condition of anarchy in which the rights 
of property are not recognized. 

The possible exercise of the right of search 
by Spain does not cause worry. The palace 
authorities complain bitterly of the way 
American vessels coming into Cuban ports 
give indirect aid to the insurgents. They 
had a long list of grievances which General 
Ahumada explained to Mr. Calhoun a few 
days after the latter’s arrival.

She can- 
not afford to go about it in a leisurely 
way. Spain will fight desperately, 
bravely, hopelessly, but if the United 
States goes into it vigorously the war 
will not last long and she will save 
both countries the useless expenditure 
of hundreds of millions of dollars.”

American, who called my attention to the 
cables from Madrid in the Havana papers. 
These had evidently been severely dealt with 
by the censor, for little could be learned 
from them concerning the Cabinet crisis, 
but for several days they gave prominence 
to Sagasta’s denials that he would consent 
to the Cubans buying their independence 
through the intervention of the United 
States. This American believes that Spain 
would rather part with Cuba under the com- 
pulsion of war with the United States than 
sell it. 

What the insurgents themselves think of 
the recognition of belligerency is not to be 
learned in Havana, because they are not 
here.

SPANISH PREMIER AND HIS CABINET 
DECIDE TO RETIRE. 


Crisis Brought About as s Result of 
the Tetuan-Comas Face-Slappinrg 
Incident—Sagasta Likely to Head 
the New Ministry—Marshal Campos 
May Be Sent to Cuba to Displace 
Weyler—Effect on Relations with 
the United States.

Regent the resignation of the Cabinet, owing 
to the difficulty the Ministers experienced 
in carrying on the government in view of 
the parliamentary situation caused by the 
refusal of the Liberals to take part in the 
deliberations of the Cortes. This attitude 
of the Liberals is due to the personal! en- 
counter between the Duke of Tetuan, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, and Professor 
Comas, a Liberal Senator, on May 21, when 
the Duke slapped the face of the Senator 
after a heated debate on the Morgan bellig- 
erency resolution adopted by the United 
States Senate. The Queen Regent will hold 
a Cabinet council tomorrow in order to dis- 
cuss the situation. 

Both Houses of the Cortes voted without 
debate the financial supplies necessary to en- 
able the Cortes to adjourn sine die, and 
granted authority for the issue of Treasury 
bonds and the contraction of loans guaran- 
teed by the Spanish Treasury to cover the 
expenses of the wars in Cuba and the Phil- 
ippine Islands, with a special Hen on the 
revenues of Spain of the Cuban war. 


EFFECT OF THE FALL OF CANOVAS. 


Relations Between Spain and the 
United States Not Likely to Be 
Changed Thereby. 


Washington, D. C., June 2.—[Special.]— 
Official and diplomatic circles in Washington 
were interested tonight in the news from 
Madrid that the Canovas Ministry has 
fallen. It is accepted as a foregone conclu- 
sion that Sefior Sagasta will be called upon 
to form a new Cabinet and assume the re- 
sponsibility of settling the Cuban question, 
involved as it is with possible complications 
with the United States.

The general opinion is that the relations 
between the government of Spain and the 
United States will not be changed by the 
retirement of Canovas. It is not believed 
that the ministry to be formed by Sagasta 
will accept mediation by the United States, 
or submit to its intervention any more read- 
ily than did the Canovas ministry. Neither 
will Sagasta :consider any proposition that 
would lead to the severance of Cuba from the 
Spanish crown. Changes in the policy of 
Spain towards Cuba will not be of a radical 
chdracter. Efforts may be made to intro- 
duce reforms in the army, and some of Gen- 
eral Weyler’s edicts will probably be modi- 
fled so as to make them less oppressive in 
their character. : )

Secretary Sherman in discussing this mat- 
ter gave an interesting piece of news in his 
Statement that Canovas had submitted a 
new -and much more extensive scheme of 
home rule for Cuba than any that had yet 
been published. It. was such a form of gov- 
ernment’ as he would indorse for the island, 
and the Cubans would do well to accept it. 
He said Sagasta could offer no _ broader 
scheme of political reforms for the govern- 
ment of the island, and that it was possible 
that he would endeavor to put this project 
into execution, although.it was originated 
by his predecessor.

Sefior de Lome, the Spanish Minister here, 
positively refused tonight to be interviewed 
on the subject.

A prominent member of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations said: “* Things 
have gone so far in Cuba I do not think a 
change in the ministry at Madrid will save 
it to Spain. So far as the intentions of this 
country are concerned the change will have 
no effect. Spain has always been fortunate 
whenever a great crisis has arisen to have 
a little one occur by which she has gained 
time. She will try to do so now. That is 
the use to which the stepping down of 
Canovas and the elevation of Sagasta will 
be put. If after Mr. Calhoun returns the 
President shall decide to tell Spain that she 
must end the war or he will do it himself, he 
will be met by protestation that a new min- 
istry has just come into power which must 
begin an investigation into the Cuban situa- 
tion. 

->- 

“Great things will be promised and great 
stress laid on the plausible statement that 
the new ministry does not know just what 
it will do until it has made a thorough in- 
vestigation. I do not think that this will 
fool anybody here, but we have got to meet 
the excuse. There is no expectation that 
Spain under Sagasta will do any differently 
in- Cuba than the government did under 
Canovas. On the main question of keeping 
Cuba in subjection by force of arms all 
political parties in Spain are united. In 
Spain’s favorite game of delay the ministry 
change has dealt her a strong hand at a 
very opportune moment. Knowing the use 
to which Spain will put this happening, our 
State department will not be unduly de- 
layed in pressing to a result whatever policy 
President McKinley may adopt. It seems 
to me quite likely this change of ministry 
may lead to an outbreak of the Carlists or 
the RepublicansinSpain,which disturbances 
may have an important effect on the strug- 
gle of the Cubans for independence.’’ 


FIRES ON AN AMERICAN YESSEL. 


Spanish Cruiser Reina Mercedes 
Throws Solid Shot at the Ward 
Liner Valencia. 


Havana, June 2, via Key West.—The Ward 
line steamer Valencia, which has arrived at 
Cienfuegos, reports an exciting experience 
while off Guantanamo Bay. 

The Spanish cruiser Reina Mercedes sig- 
naled the Valencia to display her colors. 
As the Valencia did not immediately com- 
ply the Reina Mercedes fired a blank shot. 
which was followed almost immediately by 
a solid shot, falling out of range. The Va- 
lencia then displayed her colors. 

It is understood that the United States 
Vice Consul at Santiago de Cuba has lodged 
a formal protest against the cruiser. Cap- 
tain Quesada left yesterday by the steamer 
Mexico to investigate the affair, which has 
serious aspects.

FINAL EFFORT FOR THEODORE DURRANT 


His Attorneys Will Spring an Entirely 
New Point on the United 
States Court.

San Francisco, Cal., June 2.—Theodore 
Durrant, the convicted murderer of Blanche 
Lamont, who ik now occupying a condemned 
cell at San Quentin, does not appear to be 
at all depressed by his new surroundings. 
Despite the fact that he was watched by 
two guards he slept last night, and to- 
day, after an interview. with one of his at- 
torneys, he was quite cheerful. 

It is understood that his attorneys will 
make a final attempt to prolong the life 


4 of their client by filing a petition in the 


United States District Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus, as did Worden’s counsel, and 
in the event of the petition being denied, ap- 
pealing tosthe United States Supreme Court, 
which does not met again until October 
next. 

There will be 200 invitations issued for 
the execution of Durrant. Warden Hale 
has fixed 10:30 a. m. as the hour of execu- 
tion. Twenty-five medical men will be per- 
mitted to witness the tragedy at the re- 
quest of his attorneys. Durrant yesterday 
made a formal demand for release, claiming 
to be unjustly imprisoned. This will be 
part of the appeal to the Supreme Court 
and is to cover the point which might be 
made, that by failing to protest and demand 
his liberty he had lost the right to complain. 

The appeal raises a point, which, accord- 
ing to the statement of Durrant’s counsel, 
has never been raised in this State and must 
be decided before Durrant can be hanged. 
The contention is that Judge Bahrs in- 
flicted wo penalties—imprisonment and 
death—whilé the law says one or the other. 
Counsel will hold that Durrant’s life in San 
Quentin is not detention, but imprisonment; 
that the psition of the Attorney General 
is untenable, as life in the county jail car- 
ries with it no shaving, stripes, and no in- 
dignity other than detention. This state- 
ment will also be heard in the Federal Court, 
where it is expected that the same action 
will be taken as in the Worden case—that 
of securing a writ of habeas corpus. 


HOFFMAN'S DEATH STILL A MYSTERY. 


Police Working on the Theory That 
the Merchant Took His 
Own Life. 


San Francisco, Cal.,. June 1.—Deep mys- 
tery surrounds the death of I. Hoffman of 
the firm of Hoffman, Alexander & Co., 
clothiers, who was found early last evening 
with two bullet wounds in his head in his 
office on Battery street. He was not dead 
when found, but died on the way to the 
hospital. When seen shortly after 5 o'clock 
he appeared in the best of spirits, but it is 
said that domestic matters have troubled 
him lately, and, if it proves to bea case of 
suicide, this will probably be assigned as 
the reason for the deed. The firm is one 
of the most prosperous ifn the city and is 
well known all over the Unfted States. 

About the last person seen with the de- 
ceased merchant was his bookkeeper, The- 
odore A. Figle. Figfe left the office shortly 
after 5 o’clock, but later returned, and when 
he was greeted by the watchman said he 
had forgotten something. Later, on passing 
the door, the watchman tested it and found 
it partly open, and, on opening it. still 
further, saw a light in the back offices, and, 
thinking Figle might be still at work, half 
latched it so that it would make a noise if 
anybody entered. On repassing the door he 
found it in a different position and went 
inside to investigate. He heard a noise, 
and, on going into the lighted room, found 
the dying man with one bullet:in the mouth 
and another through the cheek. A pistol 
a'so was found. A third shot had passed 
through his hat. 

The police commenced an _ investigation 
immediately, barring the doors and refusing 
admittance to all, even the reporters. After 
two or three hours Chief of Police Lees ap- 
peared on the scene and his subordinates 
made a report to him, shortly after which 
the newspaper representatives were admit- 
ted, and then it looked like a case of suicide. 
The detectives have spent the whole even- 
ing examining witnesses, and their action 
strengthens the theory of murder, which 
is held by the dead man’s friends. 

The theory of murder is supported by a 
surgical examination of the body, which 
showed that the fatal shot was fired into the 
left side of the head, the dead man being

London, June 3.—The Turks have promised 
to sign the extension of the armistice at 
dawn today, and it is expected that peace 
negotiations will begin promptly at Con- 
stantinople. 

King George, it is understood, has yielded 
several points with a view of hastening the 
negotiations and of bringing about the Turk- 
ish evacuation of Thessaly. 

In this matter, it is said, the Russian gOv- 
ernment has promised to support Greece. 
The Turkish military commission contin- 
ues to hold long sittings at the Yildiz. Kiosk, 
and it is very evident that the general im- 
pression in Constantinople is that the peace 
negotiations will collapse and that the war 
will be renewed. The plan of sending Crown 
Prince Constantine to London has been 
abandoned, as the trip might be interpreted 
either as a desertion from his post in time 
of danger or as a removal from the chief 
command and consequently a disgrace. The 
likelihood is that Prince Nicholas will g0 in 
his stead. 

Both King George and the Crown Prnce 
have offered to forego a portion of the civil 
list in view of the straitened finances of the 
country. 


PLAN FOR THE AUTONOMY OF CRETE. 


France, Balked by Russia, Makes Pro- 
posals Which Are Acceptable 
to England. 


Paris, June 2.—The French government 
has submitted to the powers proposals on 
the subject of Cretan autonomy. They 
comprise the enrollment of a foreign gen- 
darmerie and a loan to pay the gendarmerie 
and provide for the initial expenses of the 
administration of the Island of Crete. Rus- 
sia supports these proposals, and it is be- 
lieved Great Britain also favors them. 

Constantinople, June 2.—Edhem Pasha 
has given all merchants fifteen days in 
which to withdraw their goods from the 
custom-house at Volo. At the expiration 
of that time all goods remaining in the cus- 
tom-house will be confiscated by the Turk- 
ish authorities, 


Turkey’s Fleet to Ke Kepaired. 
London, June 2.—A dispatch to the Daily 
Mail from Berlin says that the Turkish gov- 
ernment has opened negotiations with an 
English firm for overhauling the entire 
Turkish fleet. All the tronclads will be re- 
constructed and six new men of war built. 


MAY IMPLICATE PRINCE OF WALES. 


ry Hinted That He Knew of the Jameson 
Raid and Did Nothing to 
Prevent It. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, June 2.—There is strong and wide- 
spread comment here on the amazingly tol- 
erant. attitude of the parliamentay com- 
mittee which is investigating the affairs of 
the British South Africa company toward 
the men composing what is known as the 
Rhodes group. Even the Tory newspapers 
condemn the fiasco in which the inquiry has 
resulted. a 

The belief grows that the true reason for 
the committee not compelling the production 
of certain mysterious cable dispatches trom 
Mr. Rhodes, which dispatches are in the 
possession of Mr. Hawksley, counsel for the 
company, is that given in a special dispatch 
on last Saturday—namely: that these dis- 
patches, instead of compromising Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, as it was at first 
thought they did, give evidence that the 
Prince of Wales, who at one time was a 
holder of the company’s shares, had knowi- 
edge prior to the Jameson raid that an at- 
tempt was to be made to violate the territory 
of the Transvaal and that he did nothing to 
prevent this outrage upon a nation with 
which Great Britain was at peace. 

This afternoon the St. James Gazette, a 
Tory organ, says that the committee will 
apparently issue a report without having the 
cable dispatches referred to submitted to 
it, and adds: 

‘‘A damaging rumor is current to the ef- 
fect that very highly placed people in Lon- 
don society are compromised by these dis- 


patches.”’ .

ENGLISH BIMETALLIC LEAGUE MEETS. 


Friends of the Cheap Metal Urged to 
Werk for Its Restoration (at 
16 to 17) 


Manchester, England, June 2.—The annual 
meeting of the Bimetallic league opened 
here this morning. 

There was a large attendan@, including 
over fifty delegates from labor associations. 

The Lord. Mayor of Manchester presided 
and welcomed the delegates. 

The annual report of the league expressed 
the deepest regret at the death of General 
Francia A. Walker of Boston, classed as 
“one Of the greatest economic authorities 
of the century.” 

Continuing, the report said the most im- 
portant event of the year wasthe election for 
President in the United States, “ when 
Bryan polled 6,500,000 votes on the platform 
of national bimetallism and McKinley polled 
7,000,000 votes on @ platform pledging him 
to promote international bimetallism.”’ 

The report then referred to the support 
alleged to have been given to international 
bimetallism by M. Meline, the French Pre- 
mier, in the Chamber of Deputie’, and 
touched upon the mission to Europe of Sena- 
tor Edward O. Wolcott of Colorado, which 
“was so successful that it led to the ap- 
pointment of the special mission now in 
France, by which it is earnestly hoped such 
coéperation will be accorded by leading 
nations that an international agreement 
will be concluded at an early date. 

Lord Aldenham’s letter of regret says: 
“The greatest evidence of the progress of 
the cause is shown in the famous resolution 
of the House of Commons in March, 1896, 
and in the promises of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. Such promises are . not 
made and such resolutions are not adopted 
without the certainty that they are con- 
sonant with the general wish of the nation. 
Our objects will be gained if the United 
States and France or some other great com- 
mercial nation agree to carry the matter 
through, even without England, though it 
would be only political wisdom to add our 
force to theirs. It is certain that the United 
States means business and expects success 
or the President would not have sent Sen- 
ator Wolcott and his colleagues to nego- 
tiate, and it is satisfactory to know from 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer that he 
will do all he can to facilitate the mission.” 

The letter of Aldenham concludes: 

‘““We should not relax our efforts to se- 
cure the wisest solution, an equal agree- 
ment with the United States, France, and 
Germany. If prejudice prevents this we 
should do our best to second the efforts of 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer and thus 
make the Ameftiean mission successful.” 

The letters of Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chap- 
lin express continied sympathy with the 
bimetallic movement. 


AUSTRIAN LOWER HOUSE PROROGUED 


Extreme Measure Resulting from the 
Trouble Over Using the 
Czech Language. . 


Vienna, June 2.—By order of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, Count Baden, the Austrian 
Premier and Minister of the Interior, has 
declared the. session of the lower house of

use of the Czech language in Bohemia. At 
Buda-Pesth and at Vienna the matter has 
raised the most bitter feeling. On May 6 
last there were disorderly scenes in the 
lower “house of the Reichrath during the 
discussion of a motion, submitted by the 
Ferman Nationalists, to impeach Count 
Padeni, the Premier and Minister for the 
Interior; Dr. Bilinski, the Minister of Fi- 
nance; Dr. Gleispach, the Minister of Jus- 
tice; and other ministers for violating their 
ministerial powers by the issue of the de- 
cree authorizing the official use of the Czech 
language in Bohemia. 

Since then there has been steady opposi- 
tion to the government, and on May 24 there 
was a riot in the House. 


NEW CABLE PROJECT FOR THE PACIFIC 


Japanese Editor Now in Honolulu Has 
a Scheme to Present to the 
Government. 


Honolulu, May 26.—A brand new cable 
proposition will soon be submitted to the 
Hawaiian government. It is from Japan, 
and its promoter is Ishikawa, financial editor 
of the Tokio Chuo Shinbun, who came herea 
few weeks ago to inquire into the condition 
of his people on the islands. He holds a 
special commission from the Tokio Econom- 
ical society to secure all the information 
possible on the subject, and he says that he 
has, besides, enough capital backing him to 
swing any proposition that promises fair 
returns for capital invested. Ishikawa has 
met Mr. Hartwell and Colonel Spalding, 
who represent New York capitalists figuring 
on the cable, and has given much study to 
their maps and surveys, and he is satisfied 
that a cable from San Francisco to Yoko- 
hama via the Hawaiian Islands is a good in- 
vestment. 

According ‘to his figures a cable can be 
laid from San Francisco to Honolulu for 
$3,000,000, and from the islands to Yokohama 
for $8,000,000. He does not believe a cable 
from the coast to this city alone could be 
made to pay under the present conditions, 
but fife can figure 444 per cent on the money 
invested for the first year on a transpacific 
cable. His plan is to issue $10,000,000 capital 
stock, and to dispose of five-tenths in the 
United States, four-tenths in Japan, and 
one-tenth in Hawali. The Japanese govern- 
ment, he says, will give a subsidy of $500,000, 
and there can be no doubt that the United 
States would give an equal amount, which, 
with subscribed capital, would give the nec- 
essary $10,000,000 required to lay the cable. 
Ishikawa says that the Japanese stand 
ready at any time to subscribe the $5,000,000 
required of them. The Nippon Steamship 
company, which has capital stock of $11,000,- 
000, woukibecome a large shareholder. It has 
immense interests on the Pacific coast. 
Ishikawa has reported to his backers in 
Japan, and expects to hear from them by 
the next steamer, when he will submit all 
his plans to the Hawalian government. 


ANOTHER CRISIS IN COREAN AFFAIRS. 


in 


Caused by the Action of Russia 
Forcing the Acceptance of 
Her Officers. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 2.—According to 
mail advices another crisis is precipitated 
in Corean affairs by the action of Russia 
in virtually forcing the acceptance of her 
officers as-.instructers after the Cabinet had 
decided to abandon’the proposal. 

All the ministers, including Kim Pyong 
and Cho Pyong-Chong, who had opposed the 
scheme, have tendered their resignations. 

Twatutia, in the neighborhood of Taipeh, 
Formosa, was attacked by about six hun- 
dred bandits at 3:30 o’clock on the morning 
of May 8. 

The Japanese troops, police, and gendarm- 
erie, who had been preparing for the attack, 
engaged the bandits and, after a fight last- 
ing two hours and a half, repulsed them. 

In the encounter about one hundred rebels 
were killed, including the ringleader, named 
Tan-Ching, fifty wounded, and seventeen 
captured. 


YON BIEBERSTEIN MAY BE RETIRED. 


His Recent Audience with the Kaiser 
Is Follewed by a Long 
Holiday. 


London, June 3.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of the Times says: ‘ Following the in- 
terview of Tuesday between Emperor 
William and Baron Marschall von Bieber- 
stein, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, comes 
the announcement that Von Bieberstein is 
about to go to Baden for a long holiday. 
This is generally regarded as a prelude to 
his retirement, as the important negotia- 
tions for peace between Turkey and Greece 
have not been finished, while the Von Tausch 
trial is still in progress.’’ 


AMBASSADOR HAY ATTENDS A BALL. 


He and His Wife Are the Guests of Mrs. 
Ralph Vivian in Grosvenor 
Square. 


London, June 2.—Ambassador Hay and 
Mrs. Hay were present at a brilliant ball 
given thir evening by Mrs. Ralph Vivian 
at her residence in Grosvenor Square. 
Among the guests were the Earl of Strad- 
broke, the Earl of Listowel, the Countess 
or Kintore, and many other representatives 
ot the aristocracy. The floral decorations 
were elaborate. 


Ven Tausch Trial. 

Berlin, June 2.—In the trial of Herr von 
Tausch today a newspaper man named 
Kraemer testified that Von Tausche¢ fur- 
nished most of the definite information 
representing Emperor William to be very 
ill. Von Tausch said he heard, through his 
spies, every word spoken in the palace. 
After Emperor William’s return from Ab- 
bazia Von Tausch informed the witness that 
the expected operation upon his Majesty 
was not performed owing to the opposition 
of the Empress. 


Henderson Expedition Safe. 

Cape Coast Castle, West Coast of Africa, 
June 2.—Lieutenant Henderson and other 
members of the expedition attacked early 
in April at Wa, where they were making 
treaties with the chiefs of the Hinterland, 
have been réleased and are returning to 
Kumasi, bearing presents from Chief Sa- 
mory to the Governor. It was at first feared 
that the mission had been massacred. 


Call on President Fanre. 

Paris, June 2.—The United States Mon- 
etary Commissioners, accompanied by 
United States Ambassador Horace Porter, 
called upon President Faure today, by 
invitation, and had a long and interesting 
interview with him upon the objects of their 


mission. 


Explosion on a War Vessel. 
Lisbon, June 2.—During an exchange of 
salutes today an ill-closed breach caused 
an explosion on the Austrian man-of-war 
Wien. The shock was terrific. One of the 


severely injured. The barbette was com- 
pletely destroyed. 


Beautiful Blue Danube Overfiows. 

London, June 3.—A dispatch tothe Times 
from Sofia says that there are serious floods 
in the Danubian Valley; that many houses 
and bridges have been destroyed, and a 
number of people drowned.

Mr. Harrison Repudiates a Reported 
Interview Alleging That He Lays 
the Blame on Civil Service—De- 
clares He Will Root Out Gambling 
~—Police Chief Asserts He Sees No 
Particular Harm in Poker—Places 
Open Last Night. 


Mayor Harrison declared again yesterday 
that he would stop public gambling in Chi- 
cago in spite of all obstacles. Chief of Po- 
lice Kipley admitted there were a number 
of poker games running, and added that he 
saw no particular harm in allowing them to 
run. 

Mayor Harrison was credited yesterday 
with tacitly admitting that the police had 
failed to carry out his orders toestop gum- 
bling in Chicago and with saying that the 
civil service law was responsible for the ex- 
isting condition of affairs. It was stated 
that he said if he was allowed to appoint 
whomrhe pleased as detectives he would be 
able to stop gambling with little difficulty, 
but the civil service law stood as a bar in the 
way of his reorganization plans. 


Mayor States His Position. 


. Mayor Harrison, when seen by a reporter 

for THE TRIBUNB, smiled at this reported 
interview. 

“What I said was simply that I had not 
yet been able to make the changes I desired 
to make in the detective force,’’ he said. 
* This naturally hinges on the general reor- 
ganization of the Police department. But 
aside from that, I shall stop gambling in 
Chicago, under any and all circumstances 
and in spite of whatever obstacles may 
arise. It may take a little time, but I 
shall stop it. Little sporadic games will 
Start up in spite of the best efforts of the 
police. The mewspapers have spread re- 
ports that this is to be a wide open town and 
gamblers have-~-been flocking to the city. It 
may take some’time to convince them there 
fs no use in trying to do business here. 

** I believe that what are called big games, 
where all kinds of gambling is going on, can 
be stopped absolutely. It is perhaps a ques- 
tion whether poker and crap games can be 
prevented at all times. I shall do my best. 

** The other day I had two men discharged 
from the force because-I thought they were 
holding gamblers up instead of stopping the 
games. I shall. have every man discharged 
who is caught neglecting his business.”’ 


Kipley Admits Poker Games, 

Chief Kipley admitted that there were a 
number of poker games running. 

**The Mayor has given positive orders to 
suppress gambling,’’ he said. “If there is 
any gambling going on I am willing to take 
the responsibility for it. I know there is 
some poker playing in thecity. I don’t see 
anythitfg wrong in a quiet poker game. I 
don’t believe there is any public gambling.”’ 

Commanding police officers in whose dis- 
tricts gambling houses are being. run said 
they had received no orders last night re-. 
garding the closing of games. and were al- 
lowing them to go unmolested. F 

One of the officers in the Harrison street 
district said . 
_“T have been given no orders regarding 
gambling and until I dol shall noteinter- 
fere.”’

DEBT DRIVES TYPO ROSS TO SUICIDE. 


Printer, Out of Work, Puts n Ballet in 
His Brain at a Washington 
Street Window. 


W. W. Ross, a printer out of work and a 
member of Typographical Union No. 16, 
walked to a front window of the union head- 
quarters at 159 Washington street yester- 
day morning and fn full view of the crowded 
thoroughfare put a bullet-in his brain and 
fell dead on the window sill. 

It seems the man had brooded over loss 
of employment, his resultant pecuniary 
straits, and the importunities of creditors. 

For many years Ross had worked on Chi- 
cago newspapers. Over two months ago 
it is said he borrowed $60 from a money- 
lending concern, the note being indorsed by 
Ww. J. Creevy, 562 Austin avenue, who had 
worked with Ross. Failure on the part of 
‘Ross to pay the note had resulted in trouble 
between the men, and when the wages due 
Ross for work done in the composing rooms 
of a morning paper were garnished and 
Creevy was also informed by the money- 
lenders that he would be held responsible for 
the payment of the note Ross lost his posi- 
tion and has been out of employment since. 

He had spent much of his time in the 
rooms used as offices by the union on the 
first floor of the Washington street building. 
In the safe William H. McEvoy, the Secre- 
tary, kept a revolver, and it was with this 
Ross killed himself. It is now known that 
he tried to get the revolver on Tuesday. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning Ross and 
Creevy: met in the building and warmly dis- 
cussed the balance on the former's note. 
Ross entered the office and in McEvoy’s 
momentary absence hurried to the safe and 
took out the revolver. In an instant there 
was a report and as McEvoy rushed into the 
room he found Ross dead on the window sill, 
, blood flowing from the right ear. 

The body was taken to Rolston’s. 

Ross had worked on many newspapers in 
many parts of the country, and to local 
printers he was well known, having taken 
active part in.the affairs of the printers’ 
union.

Philedelphia, Pa., June 2.—The Interna-

President McKinley’s Address. 

President McKinley spoke as follows:

mercial and industrial interests at home 
and abroad in such large numbers 1s so un- 
precedented as to make this a most memora- 

ble event. ° Chambers of Commerce and 
Boards of Trade, Mayors of cities, and Gov- 
ernors of States, together with official vis- 
ftors from fifteen other nations, unite in 
testifying the importance attached to this 
undertaking.

M'KINLEY TALKS TO THE DOCTORS. 


Assures Them of His High Respect for 
the Profession Which They 
Represent. 


Philadelphia, Pa., June 2.—The second 
day’s session of the golden jubilee of the 
American Medical association showed an in- 
crease in attendance over the opening ses- 
sion. The convention was transacting some 
ordinary business when President McKinley 
entered, accompanied by Dr. Senn.

I 
could not refrain from pausing a moment 
that I might come into this brilliant pres- 
ence to meet the learned gentlemen here as- 
sembled and to pay my respectful homage 
to the noble profession which you so worth- 
ily represent. [Applause.] You have my 
best wishes, and I am sure the best wishes 
of all our countrymen, for the highest results 
of your profession, and my warm and hearty 
congratulations upon this your fiftieth an- 


niversary.”’ 
TRAVELING MEN ARE IN SESSION 


Report of President Lee Shows That 
the Association Has Made 
Good Gains. 


Nashville, Tenn., June 2.—The National 
Travelers’ Protective association met today, 
President John A. Lee presiding. The at- 
tendance was large. Several Governors sent 
regrets. The National Board of Directors 
reported 11,189 members in good standing 
in the naticnal association. They also re- 
ported that there were no unpaid death 
claims against the association now. The re- 
port of President Lee was ordered received. 

He was pleased to advise the association, 
despite unfavorable business conditions. had 
made an increase in membership and finan- 
cial gain and considerable progress in the 


mutual beneficial works. There had beena 
gain of 373 members during the last fiscal 
year, and since May 1 260 members had 
been added. The larger divisiotis, Missouri, 
Illinois, Indiana, Texas, Tennessee, and 
Wisconsin, had not materially gained, the in- 
crease being in the smaller divisions, espe- 
cially in Pennsylvania, Georgia, and lowa, 
which showed a net gain of 379. The Penn- 
Sylvania division had more than doubled its 
membership, securing 175. The present 
membership was 11,189. New posts had been 
established at Jacksonville and Pensacola, 
Fla.; Davenport, Ia.; Kokomo, Ind.: La 
Grange and Galveston, Tex.; Natchez, Bliss. ; 
and Green Ray, Wis. 

The financial report would show that the 
association had in bank May 1, 1897, $9,810 
more than at the same date last year, the 
total balance May 1, 1897, being $33,744. 


LOYAL LEGION DISCUSSES CHANGES. 


Collateral Eligibility Causes a Vari- 
ance of Opinion, but Is Referred 
to a Committee. 


Detroit, Mich., June 2.—A hundred mem- 
bers of the military order of the Loyal 
Legion are discussing important questions 
relating to that order.

After some delay the conference pro- 
ceeded to business, taking up the much- 
mooted question of what the Legion’s mem- 
bership shall consist of when its present 
membership all have passed away, still 
preserving fhe hereditary distinctions 
which characterize the order. 

The discussion turned chiefly on the report 
of a committee of the New York command- 
ery by which it is proposed to eliminate col- 
lateral eligibility for membership, instead 
of permitting soldiers who had been con- 
spicuous by their loyalty, but who had not 
served as officers, to become members. It is 
stated that the sons of the latter class are 
seeking to acquire the hereditary distinc- 
tion which membership in this order confers. 
The matter was referred to a committee. 

An amendment submitted by the Illinois 
commandery was adopted providing that 
boards of officers, instead of the command- 
‘eries, shall have authority in cases of dis- 
missals for arrears of members.

But Dr. Depew had fully one hundred well 
known railroad men at the pier to see him 
off, and after the ship left her pier they 
boarded a New York Central railroad tug 
and escorted the St. Louis down the bay 
as far as‘the Narrows. 


Depew Needs a Vacation. — 

** This is the first time I have taken a vaca- 
tion in two years,’’ said Mr..Depew, “‘ and I 
have had so much difficulty in getting start- 
ed I will not be sure I am really off until the 
St. Louis is beyond the reach of the tele- 
graph. ‘The last time I went.to Europe the 
news of Mr. Vanderbilt's illness was awalit- 
ing me or the other side, and I came back to 
New York on the next steamer.

Gould’s Roseate Views. 

George Gould held a particularly roseate 
view of the financial and commercial ques- 
tions of the country. 

‘“‘ Everything is on the up grade,”’ he said, 
‘“‘and, so far as I can see, the signals are 
set for a clear track ahead. The tariff act 
will improve the condition of business. 
There is a better feeling naw in Wall street 
than for some time. The improvement, 
whether it be in Wall street or elsewhere, is 
coming, slowly, it is true, but it is better 
that it should move along slowly, because 
it will be more lasting and satisfactory to 
all concerned. 

‘* Speaking for myself, I have my securi- 
ties in the best of condition, and in the best 
of hands. Western Union earnings and all 
of my railroad securities show an improve- 
ment. The fact that Western Union earn- 
ings are increasing is a positive indication 
of a return to better times. 

‘*T am making this trip for a little recrea- 
tion and rest. I shall be gone two months 
at the very least, but I have not definitely 
decided where I am to go. I will not bein 
London, though, during jubilee week. I dis- 
like a crowd.’”’ 

Charles H. Cramp, the shipbuilder, a'so 
a passenger on the St. Louis, declared there 
wasn't a particle of business connected with 
his trip, and particularly denied any inten- 
tion of visiting the cruiser Brooklyn at the 
naval celebration.

C. E. WESTLAKE PREPARES TO CAR- 
RY OUT HIS SCHEME. 


Drinking Fountains with a Slot At- 
tachment to Be Erected—Belated 
Citizens of Uncertain Sight and Un- 
steady Step Liable to Mistake Them 
for the Oft-Time Friendly Lamp 
Supporter—Mail Bexes May Receive 
Many Coppers Intended for Device. 


“Is thish a lam post thash I shee before 
me?’’ 

Belated citizens going home towards the 
morning hours will stop and address the 
friendly lamp posts before they embrace 
them as they were wont to do. Once the 
g00d lamp posts never failed in their duty 
of giving support to weak-kneed persons, 
but ‘now it is going to be different... What 
the wayfarer takes to be the same old lamp 
post which he has communed with on occa- 
sions too numerous to mention, may in- 
stead, if properly approached, become a 
cold, reproving water fountain which will 
spout its chilly reproaches by the glassful. 

The City Council gave permission to 
Charles E. Westlake on Monday night to 
erect iron penny-in-the-slot fountains on 
the corners, and within a few days the first 
of them will be ready to do battle with chew- 
ing gum machines, candy machines, auto- 
matic scales, and other penny-swallowing 
arrangements. 


Will Surprise Many. 

whe automatic fountains will occupy an 
assertive place on the corners just where 
an individual, alighting with some uncer- 
tainty from an owl car, would be sure to 
clutch at it as he sought to prevent a low, 
rude sidewalk from arising and striking him 
for the third time. 

A lamp-post spouting cold water at un- 
certain intervals would be such a surprise 
to many citizens they would probably spend 
the next five minutes fm looking for the pro- 
cession of green tail zoophytes and red- 
faced pachyderms. 

In time, however, the penny-in-the-slot 
fountains will come to be a power in every 
community, for citizens with a tendency 
to remain out late at night ‘‘ working at 
the office ’’ will come to look upon them not 
only as strong and willing supports with 
which they can. prevent the centripetal 
movement of the earth, but can also secure 
from them cooling liquid with which to cool 
their throbbing brows. 


May Mix Them with Real Posts. 

The trouble then will be that many be- 
lated citizen will waste many valuable mo- 
ments and considerable wealth in hanging 
to real lamp posts and poking pennies into 
United States mail boxes, which’they will 
vigorously denounce for not pouring out the 
expected cooling floods. Some arrangement 
should be made, if possible, to prevent the 
two institutions—lamp posts and automatic 
fountains—from being mistaken one for the 
other, but only stationing a watchman at 
each one would probably be of much avail. 

Milk, Beer, and Tea Barred. 

‘Tne automatic ~ fountains will dispense 
mineral water, although to secure the good- 
will of certain sections rumors have been 
allowed to circulate naming various liquids 
as the ones which the new fountains will 
exchange in small quantities for small coins. 
The stories that in Hyde Park the fountains 
will be charged with milk and in the Nine- 
teenth Ward with beer are equally errone- 
ous, as Mr. Westlake solemnly assurea the 
Councll that water would be the only fluid 
dispensed by the fountains. Neither are 
the fountains in Buena Park to spout cold 
tea, nor the ones around the police stations 
hot soup. But each and every fountain will 
in exchange for one small copper of the 
realm surrender one glass of mineral water 
—one glass and no more. Encores will be 
responded to only as often as accompanied 
by pennies. . 


REFUSES RECEIVER FOR PACIFIC LOAN 


| Judge Freeman Criticises the Man- 


agement of the Association, but 
Denies the Application. 


Judge Freeman last evening denied the 
application for a receiver for the Pacific 
Loan and Homestead association on behalf 
of several stockholders who had given no- 
tice of withdrawal. 

The bill before the court sets up that De 
Witt C. Butts, the former Secretary, em- 
bezzled $232,000 and alleges mismanagement 
on the part of the directors. Allegations 
of insolvency are also made. 

Judge Freeman, discussing the general 
facts, says: 

‘‘There can be no question that the af- 
fairs of the association have been misman- 
aged in time past. The mere fact that there 
has been a defalcation of more than $282,000 
by its Secretary is sufficient evidence of 
such mismanagement. Nor can it be said 
that those who were directors of the insti- 
tution at that time are blameless. On the 
contrary, they are properly chargeable, ac- 
cording to the evidence, not only with neg- 
ligence of a grave character, but also with 
more serious misconduct. 

‘* But while I have not hesitated to char- 
acterize certain acts of the management of 
the concern heretofore as censurable, I am 
unable to find that they have in fact brought 
the institution to a condition of insolvency. 

‘*‘The application for a receiver is denied, 
and all orders interfering with the conduct 
of the association by its officers will be set 
aside. The bill will be retained pending the 
settlements of the costs and other questions, 
if any, not yet disposed of.”

Evanstonian Drum Beaters Acquitted 
After a Night Trial—Jury Out 
Twenty Minutes. 


Ensign Elizabeth Crowley and the six 
other members of the Salvation Army were 
tried in the Evanston police court last 
night on a charge of blockading the streets 
by drawing and attracting a crowd with a 
bass drum, snare drum, and tambourines, 
and by shouting hallelujahs. 


It took the jury just twenty minutes to - 


decide that the bass drum, snare drum, and 
the hallelujahs were all right and to acquit 
the Salvation Army people of the charge. 

The verdict was returned just before mid- 
night. When it was announced the soldiers 
in red jerseys and the army lassies greeted 
it with “‘amens.”’ and “ hallelujahs” and 
‘‘praise the Lords,” in which the crowd 
that packed the courtroom joined. 

It was useless for Polics Justice McCallum 
to caution the crowd against a demonstra- 
tion, for sympathy during the trial evident- 
ly had changed about from the business- 
men .who had lodged the complaint to the 
drums and the tambourines. 

As a result of the verdict the Salvation 
Army music, which was stilled last night 
while the members of the army were in the 
prisoner’s dock, will be heard again in Davis 
street in the neighborhood of the public 
fountain until the Council passes a new ordi- 
nance to stop it, which is proposed for the 
next meeting. Then the Salvationists will 
test the measure. 

The trial took place in the evening and 
had many of the aspects of an outdoor Sal- 
vation Army meeting with the exception of 
the drums and tambourines, the right to use 
which was being tested. 

Brigadier Brewer’s address to the jury in 
behalf of Salvation Army methods was the 
feature of the trial. Permission had been 
given him by City Attorney Baker, who con- 
ducted the case for the prosecution, and At- 
torney C. B. Eyer, who represented the de- 
fense. 

‘The Salvation Army woul be the last to 
approye of law-breaking. We are not here 
to plead for sympathy, though,’’ he said. 
‘“*My colleagues who were put on the»stand 
are not here to plead for mercy. We stand 
squarely upon what we believe to be our 
rights as American citizens.”’ 

The witnesses examined were the four 
poligemen who had arrested the Salvation 
soldiers on May 28, Chief Bartram, and En- 
sign Crowley, and Lieutenant Soules. 

Ensign Crowley testified that Mayor Dyche 
had given her permission to hold meetings 
in the public square the Friday previous, 
and she had supposed the permission held 
good to the time she was arrested. 


I$ PRESIDENT ELIOT MISTAKEN? 


His Latin Inscription for the Shaw 
Memorial Causes Ne End of 
Discussion. 


Boston, Mass., June 2.—[{Special.}—The 
latest work of the sculptor St. Gaudens set up 
in this city for the edification of the eye of 
the public has already started a controversy. 
Neither ministers nor women are at the bot- 
tom of it. The question of the nudein artis 
not raised. The Shaw memorial is not too 
‘“‘uterly utter’’; in the opinion of some 
clasiscal scholars it is not “ utterly utter ’’ 
enough. 

Cast into the bronze in the field to the 
right is the inscription: ‘‘ Omnia Relinquit 
Servare Rempublicam’’—and that is the 
bone of contention. President Eliot of 
Harvard University wrote it. 

Is it Ciceronian or Ceesarian? 

The professors of ancient languages are 
searching their volumes of Roman literature 
trying to find the book from which the quo- 
tation was taken, if quotation it be. The 
boys who.are studying Latin grammar and 
just beginning to read Latin prose were 
quick to note the inscription, and they hur- 
ried into school early next morning and 
fired question after question at their teach- 
ers. : 

‘“‘ Where is the ‘ ut?’” 

‘“*How about that infinitive, ‘ servare? ”’ 

“Were Allen and Greenough mistaken 
when they wrote: ‘ The purpose of an action 
is expressed in Latin in various ways; but 
never (except rarely in poetry) by the simple 
ffinitive as in English ’?’”

COMPLAINS OF DR. HARKINS’ SCHOOL. 


Edinburg Minister Sends a Letter to 
Chief Kipley Regarding Natienal 
University Methods. 


Chief of Police Kipley received a letter 
from the Rev. J. Rogers of Edinburg, Scot- 
land, yesterday, in which the minister com- 
plained that he had negotiated with Dr. F. 
W. Harkins for a number of diplomas, which 
he had not received, although he forwarded 
£30 to pay forthem. Harkins is President of 
the National University,. an institute of 
technology, at 151 Throop street. 

Last evening a reporter for THe TRIBUNE 
called: upon Dr. Harkins’ and represented 
that a friend in Colorado desired to get a 
** sheepskin ’’ in the department of archi- 
tecture without coming all the way to Chi- 
cago. The President said he would conduct 
an examination through the mails and a 
diploma would be given on the usual pay- 
ment of $25. His visitor then made known 
his identity and Dr. Harkins added that 
pupils always required some study, but les- 
sons were given by mail. 

Dr. Harkins was then asked about the let- 
ter the police had received. . 

“I know little about Rogers, as he calls 
himself,’’ he said. ‘*He has made a great 
deal of trouble for me. By representing 
himself as an agent of this institution he has 
obtained the money for a large number of 
diplomas. He is now endeavoring through 
the police to compel me to sénd the diplomas 
to him, and I will try to secure his arrest. 
I never had had any dealings with him be- 
fore, although some of our diplomas have 
gone to Scotland and England. There are 
about 500 students enrolled each year who 
attend classes in the institute. The number 
of students who take the mail course is com- 
paratively small.”’

A glance at 
the returns of banks throughout the coun- 
try shows an abnormal increase in the re- 
serves in the larger cities, with a smaller in- 
crease and, in s6me cases, even a decrease 
in the smaller towns. The money held. by 
the banks in towns like Chicago, New York, 
Beston, and Philadelphia represents the re- 
serves Of other cities and is not to be 
credited to the ordinary business of the lo- 
cality in which they are located. The banks 
in country towns and in small cities find no 
demand for money, and as a resuit they send 
it to the reserve cities where some return 
is brought in. A 10 per cent increase in the 
business of the country would result in the 
drawing down of reserves in large cities to 
an extent far beyond what would ordinarily 
be the case from such-an increase. Néw 
York exchange is getting at a high premium, 
thus showing that the banks are decreasing 
the reserves held in the East.”’

According to the report of a prominent 
cash man 135,000 bu or No. 2 spring was 
sold to go out of the Armour North Side 
houses and 85,000 bu of the same grade of 
wheat was sold to go out of various other 
warehouses. Sales were made of 25,000 bu 
of different grades of spring wheat to go to 
mills and 5,000 bu of ungraded winter wheat. 
There is considerable gossip as to possibil- 
ities in case shorts are called upon to deliver 
wheat on July contracts. There was the 
Same speculation, however, over the situa- 
tion which developed on the May delivery. 
Cables were not significant. Liverpool fut- 
ures closed \%d lower and there was 
practically no change in the continental 
markets.

But the effect of the proposed tariff is 
different in different parts of the country. 
In the New England States the subject 
attracts but a minimum of attention be- 
cause of a general belief that early Sena- 
torial action on the measure is a foregone 
conclusion. In that section of the coun- 
try, in a general way, it is not believed 
any material changes will be made in the 
import duties proposed to be levied against 
the drugs.and chemicals included in the 
Stor ak now being considered, and as a 
consequence business is not waiting in any 
way on the final passage of the bill. These 
fame conditions apply very generally 
throughout the Southwest, where orders 
are being made without much regard as 
to what future prices will be. But in the 
territory immediately dgurrounding this city 
a somewhat different view is taken. Trade 
is affected more by the price of corn than 
by the means and methods to be adopted 
ty the government in the raising of reve- 
nues. Business depression is marked all 
through the corn belt in the West and 
Northwest and local drug houses in close 
connection with the trade in these sections 
do not expect to see any vast improvement 
until the price of the cereal on which those 
parts ofthe country are mainly dependent 
‘is by some means lifted from the subcel- 
lar into which it has been falling by frac- 
tions for many months. The theory is that 
with the farming element receiving any- 
thing like a fair price for corn the effect 
on all lines of business would be inspiriting; 
merchants would order more liberally in 
anticipation of the larger sums of money 
likely to run into all trade channels, and 
within a reasonable time the “return of 
prosperity ’’ would be an accomplished fact.

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A Wise Scheme—SampleWarehouse for 
American Goods to Be Estab« 
lished in Caratas, Venezuela. 


New York, June 2.—In pursuance of a poll- 
cy decided upon over a year ago the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers is now 
taking steps for the establishment of the 
first in a serles of sample warehouses which 
it is proposed to locate in many foreign 
countries where American trade is capable 
of large development. The first of these 
warehouses is to be located in the City of 
Caracas, Venezuela, and the plans for this 
establishment have been so far matured 
that applications for exhibition space are 
now being received. 

A year ago Président Theodore C. Search 
sent a representative of the association to 


government for a concession granting cer- 
tain advantages for the establishment of an 
exhibition warehouse. This concession was 
granted and the government of Venezuela 
has manifested its intention to coiperate 
earnestly with the National Association of 
Manufacturers in the establishment of this 
warehouse. 

In January last Mr. Rudolf Dolge of New 
York went to Caracas specially commis- 
sioned to make a thorough investigation of 
trade conditions in Venezuela and to com- 
plete the plan for the establishment of the 
warehouse of the association. Mr. Dolge 
returned a few weeks ago, and as the result 
of his labors the project has assumed defi- 


put into operation. 

A prospectus of the Caracas warehouse, 
just issued from the headquarters of the 
National Association of Manufacturers in 
Philadelphia, explains in detail the objects 
of the warehouse and shows the building 
which is to be used for this purpose. The 
building is an imposing edifice, constructed 
in the usual South American style and oc- 
cupying one of the most prominent loca- 
tions in the City of Caracas. The purpose 
of the warehouse is to show American 
goods to the people of Venezuela and to ena- 
ble them thus to become thoroughly famil- 
iar with articles made in the United States 
with the view to placing their orders in this 
country. It is intended that this warehouse 
shall be a model “exposition of American 
goods suitable for the South American mar- 
ket. 

Throughout South America American 
trade is at a great disadvantage, because 
of the absence of direct. representation of 
the American manufacturers. The English, 
German, French, and other European manu- 
facturers have many branch establishments 
in the principal South American trade cen- 
ters, where their goods are carried in stock, 
and where they can be seen by the intend- 
ing purchaser. In only very rare instances 
are American. manufacturers thus repre- 
sented, and their goods are consequently 
less known. It is to overcome this diffi- 
culty that the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers is establishing its warehouse in 


ment of similar exhibitions in other South 
American cities, as well as in other parts 
of the world. 

The government of Venezuela has mani- 
fested its friendly disposition by granting to 
‘the association the privilege of entering 
samples for exhibition free of duty until 
sold. As the duties in Venezuela are very 
high, this privilege is of material advantage 
to those who desire to develop their trade 
in that country. 

It is designed to be only self-sustaining. 
With this end in view the scale of charges 
has been framed upon such a basis as to 
make the facilities of the warehouse availa- 
ble to exhibiters at the lowest possible cost. 
The charges for space range from $5 down 
to $2 per square foot, the price being based 
upon the amount of space used by the ex- 
hibition, with a minimum charge of $25.per 
annum for the smallest amount of space

| WAIT A MERIT FINDING. 


EAGER ALDERMEN CURBED PENDING 
A SUPREME COURT DECISION, 


Postponed Action Due to Mayor’s Atti« 
tude in Conference with Commis- 
sioners, Council Committee, and 
Corporation Counsel—Kraus Defines 
Boaré’s Position—Thornton Advises 
City Legislature Can Legally De- 
atroy Civil Service Law, 


All legislation in the City Council attack- 
ing the civil service law has been postponed 
until such time as the Supreme Court may 
pass on the mandamus proceedings brought 
to construe the law now pending before it. 

If the result of that decision is to confirm 
the opinion recently given by the Civil Serv- 
ice commission then the matter will be 
allowed to rest forever. If, however, the 
court should more strictly construe the law 
than has the commission then an ordinance 
will be passed by the Council exempting 
such positions as the court may hold to be 
not exempt, and perhaps a good many more. 

The agreement to postpone action was 
brought about through the influence of 
Mayor Harrison at a conference held by 
himself, the Civil Service Commissioners, 
the Corporation Counsel, and the members 
of the Civil Service committee of the Coun- 
cil yesterday afternoon. 

Corporation Counsel Thornton advised the 
committee that the Council could legally 
amend or destroy the law by proper legisla- 
tfon, but he advised it to go slow in the pres- 
ent instance. | 

Commissioner Kraus told the committee 
the Civil Service commission had arrived at 
the opinion it recently published only after 
mature deliberation, and would not consent 
to change it except under an order of a court 
of competent jurisdiction. It certajnly 
would oppose any attack on it by the 
Council. 

Mayor Harrison said he would stand by 
the Civil Service commission. While he 
did not fully agree with it, still he would sup- 
port it. 

So the committee decided it would let the 
matter alone for the present, and the various 
ordinances before it will be allowed to sleep 
for a time at least, and perhaps forever. 
Before adjournment, however, it named a sub- 
committee, consisting of Lyman, Portman, 
and Tuite, which is to keep in conference 
with the Mayor and decide on any further 
action needed. It will meet with him on 
Saturday. 

Superintendent of Police Kipley yesterday 
announced himself as strongly in favor of 
the Coughlin resolution creating a secret 
service Bureau. He said it was patterned 
after the Paris system, but Chairman Pow- 
ers of the Finance committee declared he 
did not know where any money could be 
found for it. 


CORONER AND UNDERTAKERS AT OUTS.

Mayor Harrison asked Corporation Coun- 
sel Thornton yesterday to prepare a written 
opinion on the question of the legal prelim- 
inary disposition of bodies, to decide the 
controversy between Cornorer Berz and the 
Chicago Undertakers’ association.

But be- 
fore making so feri- 
ous a charge this 
matter had better be 
reduced to the in:fal- 
lible forms of a syl- 

logism. The case may be stated thus: 

Whatever makes for untruth {s immorail. 

Mr. Stockton’s book discourages the love ctf 

truth. Ergo, Mr. Stockton is what may be 

called a literary bad man. 

Before going on to demonstrate this alarm- 
ing proposition it may be well to state that 
I have personally tried the book upon per- 
sons of both sexes, and that the result ! 
therefore no mere theory, but a sclentificall 
ascertained fact. My first victim was a 
man in a hospital who could not get away. 
] read to him three-fourths of ‘‘ Love Be- 
fore Breakfast,’’ the one story which Mr. 
Stockton tells us he loves most, because it 
has the mossétruth init. It wasso painfully

- dull that the victim pleaded for mercy, and 


I- abandoned it and. began another of a 
totally different sort. It was one uncon- 
taminated by a.‘single atom of truth. It 
was the story called “‘ The Widow's Cruise.” 

Of all the egregious, unshorn, blushless 
Munchausen tales ever served up to a con- 
fiding public *‘ The Widow’s Cruise ”’ is the 
worst and best. I had not gotten beyond 
the point where the whale in the hold of 
Captain Bird’s ship ‘begins baling out by 
drinking all the water as it rushes in and 
by squirting it up through the blowholes in 
the top of his head, when the nurse rushed 
in and drove me away for endangering the 
patient’s life by making him laugh himself 
to death. 

Can there be any doubt as to whether the 
love of truth was increased or diminished 
in that man’s heart ok thts experiment? 


But, not content pr this, I tried the 
book upon a couple of ladies. of assorted 
ages, and with the same deplorable result. 
I began with the tale of ‘‘ Captain Eli's Best 
Ear.”’ the two chief characters in which, the 
author tells us, are still living at Cape Cod. 
They listened with a polite interest, re- 
frained from yawning except at intervals, 
and in the end pronounced it a “ nice’ 
story. They thought the best thing about 
Captain Eli was the way he slept with his 
best ear smothered in the pillow for fear 
he might hear of an old rival's return to 
life. But that is the chief point in the tale 
that lacks Mr. Stockton’s cachet of authen- 

icit 
: Then a skip was made to the back of the 
book, and “ My Unwilling Neighbor ’’ was 
read. Even Mr. Stockton does not pretend, 
{in his rather perfunctory preface, that the 
house in this story really slid a mile or two 
down hill and brought up against that of a 
fair neighbor with matrimonial intent.

Vanity—Where Strong Influence 
Should Be Used. 


In the flat pine region our party one day 
came upon a little swamp where we had 
been told herons bred in numbers. Upon 
approaching the place the screams of young 
birds reached our ears. The cause of this 
s00n became apparent by the buzzing of 
green filles and the heaps of dead herons 
festering in the sun, with the back of each 
bird raw and bleeding. The smoldering 
embers, of a campfire bore witness to‘the 
recent presence of the plume-hunter. Under 
a bunch of grass a dead heron was discov- 
ered from whose back the plums had not 
been torn. The ground was still moist with 
its blood, showing that death had-not long 
before taken place. The dirt had been 
beaten smooth with its wings; its neck was 
arched; the feathers on its head were raised: 
and its bill was buried in the blood-clotted 
feathers of its breast, where a gaping 
wound showed that the leaden missile had 
struck.

Unless something is done to stop this 
awful slaughter it is only a questién of a 
few years before the herons, not only of 
Florida, but of the whole South, will be 
exterminated. 

Women who know of the cruelty necessary 
to procure the feathers they wear on their 
hats should stop wearing them and exert 
their influence to make other,,.women see 
how cruel and wicked they are. May God's 
blessing rest with all who strive against 
this great sin!—From “ ‘Notes on the Herons 
of Central Florida,’’ by T. Gilbert Pearson.
